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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner did not relie upon Banno, figures 
8A and 8B, as showing row and column wirings as alleged. Rather, the examiner merely noted that the spacing of the row and column 
wirings should obviously match the spacing of the pixels as shown in figures 8A and 8B. Since each pixel element must be separately 
addressed by use of the row and column wirings, the pixel arrangements clearly require a corresponding arrangement of the row and 
column wirings contrary to the argument of applicant's attorney. The other row and column spacings shown are either purely schematic 
or at least obviously do not show the spacing that would be required in combination of the pixel arrangements taught in figures 8A or 8B. 
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
